AZTECS’ HORRIBLE HOLIDAY. 
They Celebrated the New Year With 
Human Sacrifices. 

The bloody and complicated ritual of 
the Aztecs commemorated the return of 
their masterful war god, the sun, from 
the south, and the ceremonies. carried 
on in his honor occupied a period of 
several days. The initiatory rites be 
gan before daylight of the’ first morn- 
ing, when the chief priest and his sub- 


dignitaries wended their way in sol- 
emn procession to the top of thelr 
greatest pyramidal sanctuary. Here 


ei high? priest retired aide to a smuli 
temple, whose doorway opened toward 
the east, and as the rising sun crimson. 
ed and purpled the serrated mountains 
he knelt and sprinkled thickly upon 
the marble floor the sacred meal, 

As the first rays of the newborn sun 
strike slantingly across the floor of the 
tiny temple the bended priest beholds 
a miracle, Faintly at first, then strong- 
er and stronger, grows an imprint in 
the meal of the naked foot of their war 
god. Upon this miraculous manifesta 
tion the high priest announces to the 
assembled couriers that their god has 
returned to them and that the grand 
festal occasion is inaugurated. 

Unhappily the first feast rites were 
of a grewsome and horrible nature, 
consisting mainly in sacrificing youths 
to the gods. It is suid that they were 
feasted for days previous to the cere 
mony that they might be in a whole- 
some and pleasing condition upon their 
last and the war god’s first great day. 
In other ceremonies human beings 
were killed and flayed, and the particl- 
pants in the sacrifice enveloped them- 
selves in the bloody skins of the vice 
tims, while they took part in a wild 
and uncanny dance. > 

While the observiince of the new 
year among the Aziecs seeming!y pre- 
dominated in bloody rites, they were 
most likely confined to the religious or- 
der of the priests, and the great mass 
of the people, with no taint of blood on 
their hands, might be happy and revel 
in the fenst of the new year.—New

The Jewish New Year. 

In striking opposition to the spirit of 
Joy and happiness which pervades 
Christendom generally is the New 
Year of the Jews. With the Jews, 
who also observe the New Year for 
two days, the duys are not days of 
feasting and enjoyment, but days of 
judgment. According to the belief of 
every orthodox Jew, every member of 
the Jewish race is tried on the New 
Year, The books kept in heaven are 
opened on that day, The record of each 
man for the year just ending is looked 
through and taken under advisement 
for ten days, On the tenth day, the 
day of atonement, the fate of each 
man for the coming year is drawn up,

A FAMOUS CARPET. 


The First One That Was Used In Old 
New York City. 

“T haven't learned everything about 
my business yet,” said the young car- 
pet salesman, “but I've picked up some 
information that’s interesting even if 
it isn’t new. t 

“For instance, not everybody knows 
that it isn’t so very long ugo—only 
about 200 years—that nobody had a 
carpet in New York city. They didn't 
use rushes strewn around for flgor cov- 
ering, as they used to do in England, 
partly, 1 suppose, because rushes, 
whatever they are, were not plentiful 
and partly because they preferred 
sand, Certainly sand sprinkled on uw 
bare floor seems cleaner and better 
than rushes, and it has some advan- 
tages over a regular carpet, Anyhow, 
that was what they used in the houses 
of the aristocracy, 

“But carpets came in fashion in New 
York at the very end of the seven- 
teenth century, and the man who intro- 
duced the fashion was Captain Kidd. 
He wasn't a pirate then, He was cap- 
tain of the Autigua, a packet sbip ply- 
ing between here and London, and 
was a citizen and a householder in 
this city. In 1692 he married Sarah 
Port, the widow of another ship cap- 
tain, and set up housekeeping in Han.

ter. 

“In that house on the floor of the 
‘best room,’ ag they called it in those 
days, was the first carpet known to 
have been in use in New York, It was 
valued at $25, which doesn't seem ex- 
travagant even as money was then 
valued, That may not be an important 
fact, but it’s interesting.”

Say with certainty that it is absolutely 
{mpossible for any system to win at 
Monte Carlo, Sir Hiram Maxim is 
wrong when he says the chances are 
ten to one against the player.

SCHOOL CHILDREN TO BE FED 
BY EDUCATION COMMITTEE 


Voluntary Contributions Fail and it 
Has Been at Last Found Neces- 
sary to Draw on Public Funds to 
Feed the Starving School Child- 
ren of the Great Metropolis. 


London.—The_ problem of underfed 
ehildren in  London’s elementary 


schools is confronting the city auth- 
horities this yeay more grimly than 


ver, At its annual meeting the Lon- 


on Education committee recommend. 

d that power be sought from the 

county council to draw £10,000 ster- 
ling, to be expended during the next 
few weeks in keeping together the 
bodies and sculs of thousands of half 
starved waifs who arrive at the 
schools in anything but a fit condi- 
tion to learn their lessons. 

Thus far voluntary contributions 
from the public have been depended 
upon for this fund, but members of 
the committee confess that the  out- 
look for such contributions in the 
future is worse than bad. The public 
does not seem to realize the situa- 
tion. Similar plights confronting the 
school boards of Paris and Chicago 
were discussed, but the conditions 
are so different in those cities that 
it was thought th dtscussion offered 
little help. 

} Before drawing the £10,000 it was 
decided to make one more strong ap- 
peal to the people of London. The 
appeal, which appears in the Times, 

fis eloquent in its language. It’ is 
demonstrated that falling back on 
public funds for such charities mere- 
ly gladdens the hearts of the pro- 
gressive socialists. who will not fail 
to seize the incident as proof of the 
ultimate triumph of their cause, 
showing decisively that individual 
initiative cannot be relied upon in 
such matters. 

If possible London wants to settle 
the difficulty in some other way than 
that determined upon in Paris, where 
also voluntary contributions have so 
dwindled that resort has been made 
to the municipal funds. French egon- 


omy, however, has been able to deal 
with the problem successfully, for, 
with little money, but an excellent 


sp'rit of organization, the ingenious 
system of French cookery has prac- 
tically solved the problem. The com- 
mittee is under the impression that 
the same trouble in Chicago has not 
been mended at all. This, it says, 
must not remain true of London. 
While awaiting the result of this 
supreme appeal to the public it was 
decided that lessons ought to be given 
widely in free institutions on the 
science and econemy of cooking. 
“For,” observed one practical-mind- 
ed member, “it is not surprising that 
we have been unsuccessful in feeding 
children, considering how little the 
masses of this nation know about 
feeding themselve
